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World  sugar  production  in  1969-70  reached  a  record  level  of  79  million  short 
tons  (raw  value),  representing  an  increase  of  about  5  percent  over  the  previous 
record  of  75*3  million  tons  in  1968-69.  This  record  was  accomplished  despite 
lower  production  in  some  of  the  major  producing  countries.  The  production  of 
cane  sugar  in  1969-70  totaled  46.6  million  tons,  representing  an  increase  of 
12  percent  over  1968-69  production,  while  beet  sugar  output  declined  by  slight- 
ly more  than  k   percent,  to  32.4  million  tons.  The  largest  increase  in  cane 
sugar  production  occurred  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  which  was  up  about  20  per- 
cent, followed  by  Asia  which  had  an  increase  of  11  percent.   The  reduction  in 
beet  sugar  production  occurred  mainly  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

In  the  Western  Hemisphere,  sugar  production  was  down  slightly  in  the  United 
States  and  Mexico.  Cuba,  although  not  meeting  its  announced  goal  of  10  million 
metric  tons  (11  million  short  tons),  produced  an  estimated  9  million  short  tons 
which  represents  an  increase  of  73  percent  over  1968-69.   In  Western  Europe, 
total  production  was  up  5  percent,  while  poor  weather  conditions  lowered  the 
East  European  and  U.S.S.R.  harvests.   In  Asia,  sugar  production  was  about  9 
percent  higher  due  to  record  crops  in  India  and  the  Philippines.  Production 
was  lower  in  Oceania  due  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions. 

The  1969-70  world  production  of  nonce ntr if  ugal  sugar  totaled  10  million  short 
tons,  compared  to  9*5  million  tons  in  1968-69.   India  is  the  world's  largest 
producer  of  this  type  of  sugar,  producing  6.6  million  tons  in  1969-70. 

The  world  production  of  molasses  continued  upward  in  1969-70,  totaling  21  mil- 
lion metric  tons  compared  with  20  million  tons  in  the  previous  year.  Production 
increased  in  several  of  the  larger  producing  countries. 


The  International  Sugar  Agreement  has  been  in  effect  for  1^   years.  Since  its 
inception,  world  prices  have  improved,  mainly  because  world  sugar  production 
and  requirements  have  been  more  nearly  in  balance.  Export  quotas  for  1970 
under  the  agreement  have  been  initially  set  at  90  percent  of  the  basic  export 
tonnage . 


Production  Notes  on  Selected  Countries 
Europe 

Denmark.  Although  the  area  planted  in  sugarbeets  for  the  1969-70  crop  was 
about  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  the  average  yield  of  beets  was  down 
about  Ik   percent  this  year  due  to  the  very  dry  summer  in  1969*  The  Danish 
sugar  industry  produced  about  10  percent  less  sugar  than  in  1968-69.  The  per 
capita  consumption  of  sugar  in  Denmark  is  at  the  same  level  as  in  the  United 
States --about  100  pounds  annually. 

A  new  sugar  production  scheme  for  Denmark,  which  went  into  effect  on  May  1, 
1970,  is  as  follows:   (l)  the  Danish  sugar  industry  will  maintain  control  of 
the  total  sugar  supplies  in  Denmark;  (2)  present  sugarbeet  growers  will  con- 
tinue to  have  priority  regarding  delivery  of  sugarbeets;  (3)  beet  and  sugar 
prices  in  1970  will  be  guaranteed  for  a  production  of  2^0,000  tons  of  sugar 
(compared  with  2J)-8,000  metric  tons  of  sugar  in  the  past).   During  the  next 
7  years,  the  quota  will  be  systematically  reduced  to  an  annual  production  of 
170,000  tons,  an  amount  equal  to  the  domestic  demand  for  direct  consumption; 
(h)    in  step  with  the  gradual  7-year  reduction  in  production,  government  price 
support  for  quantities  delivered  to  the  domestic  industry  at  world  market 
prices  will  be  regulated  via  the  sugarbeet  prices  in  accordance  with  the  same 
rules  established  in  I967  for  sugar  exports.  However,  it  is  up  to  the  sugar- 
beet  growers  whether  they  will  grow  only  enough  sugarbeets  to  cover  the  basic 
production  of  170,000  tons  of  sugar  and  let  the  remainder  of  the  demand  be 
covered  by  imports;  and  (5)  no  importation  of  sugar  is  expected  before  1973  > 
as  the  sugar  industry  has  binding  contracts  for  the  growing  of  sugarbeets  for 
the  entire  market  until  that  year. 

France.  The  1969-70  French  sugar  production  set  a  record,  due  mainly  to  high 
yields  and  high  sugar  extraction  rates.  French  sugarbeet  production  in  1970-71 
is  forecast  at  a  lower  level  than  in  the  previous  year  because  of  late  plant- 
ing due  to  climatic  conditions.  No  major  changes  in  French  sugar  production 
are  expected  for  the  next  5  years. 

Greece.  Sugar  production  in  1969-70  set  a  record  due  to  increased  area  under 
cultivation  and  increased  refining  capacity.  The  area  planted  for  the  1969-70 
crop  was  up  about  15  percent.  Domestic  consumption  of  sugar  is  increasing 
rapidly  and  is  expected  to  rise  5  percent  annually  through  1975*  The  Greek 
Government  is  expanding  refining  facilities  and  hopes  to  become  self-sufficient 
in  sugar  soon,  thus  eliminating  imports. 
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Italy,   The  estimate  for  the  1969-70  sugarbeet  area  is  placed  at  291,000  hec- 
tares, a  decrease  of  5  percent  from  the  previous  year.   Adverse  weather  condi- 
tions during  spring  planting  prevented  the  seeding  of  some  areas  in  the  north 
and  was  generally  blamed  for  the  reduced  plantings.   Likewise,  sugarbeet  pro- 
duction declined  and  is  currently  estimated  at  11,598  short  tons,  down  8  percent 
from  1968-69.  However,  favorable  climatic  conditions  during  the  growing,  as 
well  as  during  the  harvesting  season,  produced  high  polarization  of  saccharose-- 
about  15  degrees—and  sugar  production  is  estimated  to  have  increased  about  3 
percent  over  the  previous  year.   In  addition,  57,320  short  tons  of  sugar  are 
expected  to  be  produced  from  ^51,9^+3  tons  of  molasses  produced  in  1969.   Of 
this  total,  only  9,921  tons  can  be  applied  to  the  Italian  sugar  production  quota 
under  the  EEC  of  1,355,829  tons.  The  balance,  or  kf, 399  tons,  must  be  added  to 
the  1969-70  ending  stocks  and  made  available  for  domestic  consumption  after 
February  1,  1971. 

During  I969,  "the  number  of  Italian  sugar  mills  was  reduced  from  75  to  72  even 
though  two  new  plants  were  put  into  operation  and  some  old  ones  were  enlarged. 
Also,  the  number  of  sugar  companies  declined  from  2h   to  23.   The  total  daily 
sugarbeet  processing  capacity  of  all  sugar  mills  increased  from  256,285  short 
tons  to  275,575  tons. 

Spain.  Sugar  production  in  1969-70  increased  about  8  percent  over  the  previous 
year.   Increased  fertilization  of  sugarbeets  continues  to  influence  production. 
Also  efforts  are  being  made  to  mechanize  sugarbeet  cultivation.   In  December 
1969,  the  Spanish  Ministry  of  Agriculture  staged  a  machinery  demonstration  in 
the  Province  of  Burgos,  with  the  participation  of  local  and  foreign  manufac- 
turers, including  a  number  from  the  United  States.   Despite  a  larger  area 
planted  to  sugarbeets  for  the  1970-71  crop  year,  production  is  likely  to  be 
about  the  same  as  in  1969-70  due  to  dry  climatic  conditions  following  planting. 
According  to  latest  estimates,  Spain  will  probably  need  to  import  at  least 
88,185  short  tons  of  sugar  in  1970-71  to  meet  domestic  requirements  and  main- 
tain an  adequate  stock  level. 

United  Kingdom.   The  production  of  sugar  in  1969-70  decreased  only  about  h 
percent  despite  a  15-percent  drop  in  acreage.  The  beets  for  this  crop,  on  the 
whole,  were  harvested  under  favorable  conditions,  although  the  hardness  of  the 
ground  presented  some  difficulty.  Although  it  is  difficult  to  predict  19/0-71 
production  at  this  time,  production  could  equal  that  of  1969-70  if  near-normal 
sugar  yields  are  obtained.  The  price  of  raw  sugar  in  the  United  Kingdom  is 
governed  largely  by  operations  of  the  Sugar  Board,  which  equalizes  the  prices 
of  domestic  beet  sugar,  Commonwealth  sugar,  and  sugar  from  the  free  market 
through  a  system  of  discounts  and  surcharges  which  vary  according  to  the  price 
of  sugar  on  the  open  world  market. 

The  Government's  policy  on  sugarbeets  continues  to  be  to  maintain  the  present 
acreage  and  to  discourage  an  increase  in  production  for  the  time  being.   The 
present  acreage  and  beet  production  are  adequate  for  the  existing  sugarbeet 
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processing  capacity.   An  increase  in  acreage  would  require  investment  in  new 
factories,  and  at  the  present  time  the  capital  expense  of  new  plants  is  not 
considered  feasible  because  Commonwealth  sugar,  plus  domestic  beets,  supply 
all  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  United  Kingdom's  needs.  However,  if 
the  United  Kingdom  enters  the  EEC,  this  policy  probably  will  be  changed. 

West  Germany.  West  German  sugar  production  in  1969-70  increased  about  5  per- 
cent over  the  previous  year.  Sugarbeet  acreage  for  1970-71  remains  about  the 
same  as  for  last  year.  Because  of  unfavorable  weather,  planting  was  late  and 
the  crop  is  behind  normal  years.  However,  a  satisfactory  crop  can  be  obtained 
if  weather  conditions  remain  ideal.   Since  1962-63,  the  average  per  capita 
consumption  of  sugar  has  been  fluctuating  between  29  and  31  kilos. 

Yugoslavia.  During  1969-70*  Yugoslavia  increased  sugar  production  some  26 
percent  over  1968-69.  This  improvement  resulted  from  a  20-percent  increase 
.in  area  planted  and  an  all time  record  sugarbeet  yield.  Prospects  for  the 
1970-71  sugarbeet  crop  are  uncertain.  A  late  spring,  with  excessive  rain  and 
low  temperatures,  delayed  planting,  which  may  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the 
crop.   Yugoslavia  will  continue  with  its  efforts  to  become  self-sufficient  in 
the  production  of  sugar.  The  area  planted  is  expected  to  be  increased  to 
100,000  hectares,  the  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  maintaining  self- 
sufficiency. 


North  and  South  America 


Antigua,  Barbados,  and  St.  Kitts.  Due  to  extremely  dry  weather  during  the 
1968  growing  season,  cane  fires  in  Barbados,  and  the  Government  of  Antigua's 
decision  not  to  operate  the  country's  mill,  sugar  production  in  the  Antigua - 
Barbados-St.  Kitts  area  in  I969  decreased  compared  to  the  previous  year.  The 
outlook  for  these  islands  in  1970  is  favorable;  Barbados  is  having  an  excep- 
tionally good  growing  season,  St.  Kitts  has  been  relieved  of  a  serious  drought 
situation,  and  higher  tonnages  are  expected  in  Antigua  as  all  of  the  cane  be- 
ing harvested  is  2-year-old  growth.  Production  in  1970  could  reach  230,000 
tons. 

Argentina.  Sugar  production  in  1969-70  was  up  over  k   percent  compared  to  the 
previous  year.   Outturn  was  not  quite  as  high  as  expected  due  to  frost  damage 
during  the  harvest  period,  which  reduced  the  yield.  Domestic  consumption  in 
I969-7O  increased  by  1.3  percent  over  1968-69- -about  the  same  as  the  popula- 
tion increase  —  indicating  that  the  per  capita  consumption  was  relatively 
unchanged.  Sugar  production  in  Argentina  is  expected  to  expand  slowly  as 
consumption  increases  and  as  export  markets  become  available.  Exports  will 
probably  remain  fairly  low  since  a  subsidy  is  necessary  due  to  low  world 
prices  and  high  production  costs. 


Canada.  Canadian  1 969-70  sugarbeet  acreage  was  79; 371  acres,  down  marginally 
from  79*666  acres  in  1968-69.   Sugarbeet  production  totaled  1.37  million  short 
tons,  compared  to  1.1  million  tons  in  the  previous  year.  Alberta  continued 
its  lead  among  Canada's  three  sugarbeet -producing  provinces,  followed  by 
Manitoba  and  Q,uebec.  The  government's  policy  is  to  support  domestic  sugar- 
beet  producers  by  means  of  "deficiency  payment"  when  prices  of  imported  raw 
and  refined  sugar  cause  domestic  sugarbeet  prices  to  drop  below  growers'  costs. 
The  government  supported  the  1969-70  beet  crop  at  $15.98  (Canadian)  per  standard 
ton,,   (A  standard  ton  of  sugarbeets  will  produce  250  lb.  of  sugar.)  Barring 
a  major  crop  failure,  no  drastic  changes  in  the  international  or  domestic  sug- 
ar situations  are  foreseen  in  Canada.  A  production  rate  of  3  percent  is 
expected,  which  is  in  line  with  population  trends.  Also,  the  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  sugar  will  increase  with  the  use  of  sugar  as  a  pollution  control 
agent  in  detergents  and  the  increased  use  of  sugar  in  animal  feeds. 

Dominican  Republic.  The  Dominican  sugar  industry  has  fully  recovered  from  the 
effects  of  past  unfavorable  weather,  and  it  now  appears  that  production  in 
1969-70  will  be  up  about  13  percent.   Sugar  exports  in  1970  are  expected  to  be 
approximately  810,000  short  tons,  up  about  15  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
Domestic  consumption  in  1970  is  expected  to  increase  about  2  percent  over 
1969.   (After  increasing  significantly  in  1968,  sugar  consumption  is  believed 
to  be  leveling  off.)  While  the  Dominican  sugar  industry  continues  to  imple- 
ment programs  to  increase  sugar  production,  there  have  been  no  new  significant 
construction  projects  in  the  past  year.  However,  work  on  various  long-term 
projects  continues,  i.e.,  a  plan  to  irrigate  a  considerable  amount  of  cane 
land  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country  through  the  construction  of  a  series 
of  dams  is  under  consideration  by  the  government. 

Ecuador.  The  production  of  sugar  in  1969-70  is  estimated  at  slightly  less 
than  the  previous  year's  production,  mainly  because  the  content  of  sugar  in 
the  cane  was  below  normal  due  to  excessive  moisture  and  other  climatic  factors 
during  the  growing  season  and  because  labor  problems  caused  suspensions  of 
harvesting  and  crushing  operations  in  San  Carlos,  extending  the  harvesting 
season  into  the  1970  rainy  season.  However,  current  estimated  supplies  of 
sugar  plus  expected  1969-70  production  should  be  more  than  adequate  to  meet 
domestic  consumption  and  export  needs.   In  December  1969>  the  Ministry  of 
Industries  and  Commerce  established  new  regulations  for  the  Government's 
participation  in  the  U.S.  sugar  market,  setting  the  export  tax  rate  at  8  per- 
cent of  the  f.o.b.  value  of  such  exports  to  be  deposited  in  the  Central  Bank. 

Guatemala.  Sugar  production  in  1969-70  increased  about  11  percent  over  1968- 
69.  This  increase  reflects  higher  domestic  consumption  and  the  establishment 
of  a  new  sugar  mill  which  is  currently  in  full  operation.  The  new  mill, 
located  at  Santa  Ana,  began  operation  in  I969  and  has  a  production  capacity 
of  10,500  short  tons.  The  Ministry  of  Economy  has  submitted  a  draft  law  to 
the  National  Congress  in  order  to  control  the  sugar  industry  in  Guatemala. 
The  draft  law  proposes  limits  on  the  establishment  of  new  sugar  mills,  which 
has  caused  concern  among  the  sugarcane  growers. 
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Jamaica.  After  hitting  the  lowest  production  level  in  a  decade  last  year, 
Jamaica's  sugar  production  is  expected  to  recover  somewhat  in  1970.  Although 
there  was  little  change  in  the  area  planted  in  sugarcane  and  cane  yields  are 
believed  to  be  better  than  last  year's,  the  sucrose  content  is  lower.   This  is 
attributed  mainly  to  untimely  rains  in  the  producing  areas.   In  March  1970, 
the  Sugar  Industry  Authority  was  established,  replacing  the  Sugar  Control 
Board.  The  Authority  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  government  and  the 
sectors  of  the  sugar  industry. 

Mexico.   Sugar  production  in  1969-70  was  down  about  5  percent  from  the  record 
output  of  1968-69,  due  to  insufficient  rainfall  in  many  producing  areas,  which 
caused  slower  growth  of  the  cane.   In  other  areas,  such  as  near  Veracruz, 
flooding  occurred  after  a  prolonged  period  of  rain  in  September  and  October, 
which  delayed  harvesting.  Although  the  area  harvested  in  1969-70  is  larger, 
cane  yields  are  expected  to  be  lower.  The  domestic  consumption  of  sugar  con- 
tinues to  rise  rather  sharply- -it  is  estimated  to  have  increased  about  6  per- 
cent in  1969-70  over  the  previous  year.   Mexico  expects  to  meet  all  of  its 
sugar  export  commitments  during  1970. 

Peru.   Sugar  production  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  be  up  lU  percent  over  the 
previous  year's  production  but  still  below  1967-68  output.  Despite  better 
weather  and  more  irrigation  water  in  late  I969  and  early  1970,  crop  conditions 
are  still  below  normal.  A  recovery  to  normal  levels  is  expected  in  the  next 
2  years.   Nevertheless,  sources  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  believe  that 
Peru  will  be  able  to  meet  domestic  demand  and  fulfill  its  share  of  the  U.S. 
quota  i'n  1970. 

Beginning  in  1970,  distribution  of  sugar  for  domestic  consumption  will  be  under 
call  for  tenders.  The  new  Marketing  Division  of  the  Supervigilance  Committee 
of  the  Agrarian  Reform,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  will  be  in  charge  of  the 
distribution  of  Peru's  U.S.  sugar  quota  and  also  of  sugar  for  domestic  con- 
sumption, having  taken  over  the  functions  and  personnel  of  the  former  Sugar 
Producers  Committee  of  the  National  Agrarian  Society. 

Venezuela.  Total  sugar  production  in  1969-70  increased  as  cane  acreage  con- 
tinued to  expand.  Carryovers  will  continue  at  low  levels  for  the  next  two 
seasons.  Domestic  consumption  is  increasing  annually  at  about  10  percent. 
At  this  time,  Venezuela  lacks  interest  in  exporting  to  markets  other  than  the 
United  States,  as  world  sugar  prices  are  not  high  enough  to  be  attractive. 


Africa 


Kenya.   Sugar  production  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  have  increased  2k   percent 
over  1968-69.  Production  is  expected  to  increase  further  in  1970-71.   Several 
factors  should  contribute  to  this  increase.  Plans  are  to  expand  capacity  and 
to  increase  efficiency,  especially  at  Chemilil  and  East  Africa  Sugar  Industries, 
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where  initial  operating  problems  have  eased.  The  area  under  cane  is  expected 
to  increase  by  about  6,000  acres,  and  average  yields  are  also  expected  to 
rise.   Improved  methods  for  harvesting  and  transporting  have  been  adopted. 
Kenya's  sugar  industry  has  expanded  by  almost  U00  percent  since  1965>  and  it 
is  felt  that  the  industry  has  reached  a  degree  of  soundness. 

South  Africa;   The  South  African  Sugar  Association  continues  to  keep  a  ceiling 

on  sugar  product ion- -for  the  1969-70  crop,  1,800,000  short  tons,  or  about 

8  percent  over  the  previous  year.  Domestic  consumption  for  the  1969-70  period 

increased  to  870,000  short  tons,  and  exports  are  expected  to  total  about  6^-1,700 

tons. 

Uganda.  The  production  of  sugar  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  be  down  about  8 
percent  from  the  previous  year.  This  decline  represents  reduced  cane  proces- 
sing in  order  to  cut  back  sugar  production,  which  was  necessary  due  to  surplus 
stocks.  The  Government  of  Uganda  announced  on  May  1,  1970,  that  it  would 
acquire  60  percent  of  most  industrial  and  plantation  sugar  holdings.  The 
government  already  has  an  interest  in  the  three  existing  sugar  companies  through 
the  Uganda  Development  Corporation.   During  1969-70,  Uganda  entered  the  world 
market  as  a  sugar  exporter.  With  exports  to  Kenya  declining  and  production 
expected  to  continue  rising,  Uganda  is  trying  to  establish  overseas  markets 
to  prevent  the  building  up  of  surplus  stocks. 


Asia  and  Oceania 

Australia.   In  1969-70,  the  production  of  sugar  was  at  the  lowest  level  since 
the  1967-68  season.  This  was  due  in  part  to  a  severe  drought  in  south 
Queensland,  where  the  sugarcane  harvest  was  down  about  k2   percent  from  last 
year.  The  harvest  was  also  poor  in  the  New  South  Wales  area.  The  production 
of  cane  is  expected  to  rebound  in  1970-71  because  growing  conditions  in 
Queensland  have  been  more  favorable. 

India.  Due  to  a  record  cane  harvest,  India's  sugar  production  for  the  crop 
year  1969-70  increased  17  percent  over  the  previous  year.   Favorable  cane 
prices  in  the  preceding  two  seasons  and  good,  timely  rains  in  important  pro- 
ducing areas  contributed  to  the  record  cane  production.  To  date,  there  is  no 
commercial  production  of  beet  sugar  in  India.  Four  diffusion  plants  for  the 
manufacture  of  beet  sugar  are  proposed  in  different  parts  of  the  country  under 
the  Fourth  5-Year  Plan.  The  first  of  these  plants  will  be  built  at  Ganganagar 
in  Rajasthan  in  1971«  The  production  of  beet  seed  has  begun  in  the  Kulu 
District  of  Himachal  Pradesh  and  the  U.  P.  Agricultural  University  in  Pantnagar. 

The  policy  of  partial  decontrol  of  sugar,  introduced  in  1967-68,  is  to  con- 
tinue through  1969-70.  Under  this  policy,  the  Government  acquires  70  percent 
of  the  sugar  produced  by  mills  for  distribution  at  controlled  prices,  and  the 
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balance  is  released  for  free  sale  by  mills  in  the  open  market.  Effective 
March  1,  1970,  excise  duties  on  mill  sugar  and  khandsari  were  increased  under 
the  Union  Government's  budget  proposals  for  1969-70.   On  controlled  sugar,  the 
excise  duty  was  increased  from  23  percent  to  25  percent  ad  valorem,  and  on 
free-sale  sugar,  from  23  percent  to  37?  percent.   On  khandsari,  the  increase 
in  excise  levy  was  from  12^-  to  17|-  percent. 

The  sugar  supply  position  will  continue  to  be  easy  through  calendar  year  1970. 
Prices  have  already  reached  substantially  lower  levels  and  further  significant 
declines  are  considered  unlikely.   Sugar  stocks  will  continue  to  rise  for  some 
months  but  should  tend  to  stabilize  towards  the  close  of  the  season.  Total 
per  capita  consumption  of  sugar  increased  in  1969-70  compared  with  1968-69  due 
largely  to  greater  domestic  production  and  availability  at  lower  prices.  The 
production  of  sugarcane  and  centrifugal  sugar  is  expected  to  decline  in  1970-71 
under  the  impact  of  present  low  prices. 

Japan.  Japan  continues  to  depend  on  imports  for  the  bulk  of  its  sugar  require- 
ments— in  the  neighborhood  of  2,337,000  tons,  refined  basis,  in  1969-70.   Cur- 
rent government  policies  to  support  domestic  sugar  producers  by  controlling 
all  sugar  prices  will  continue  in  the  foreseeable  future.   Sugar  consumption 
should  continue  to  increase  at  a  rate  of  about  6  to  7  percent  annually  and 
will  be  met  by  increased  imports. 

Philippines.  Centrifugal  sugar  production  for  the  1969-70  crop  year  is  cur- 
rently estimated  to  be  Ik   percent  above  the  previous  year.  The  increase  is 
due  mainly  to  higher  cane  yields,  which  were  the  result  of  favorable  weather 
during  the  first  half  of  the  crop  year. 

The  Philippine  Government's  Financial  Policy  Committee  has  concluded  that 
sugar  milling  is  now  an  overcrowded  industry  and  has  decided  to  limit  the 
establishment  of  additional  sugar  mills,  based  on  the  improved  sugar  supply 
and  demand  outlook  through  197^ •  Twelve  new  mills  already  in  operation  or 
under  construction  will  not  be  affected  by  the  limitation.  However,  three 
additional  mills,  which  had  previously  been  approved  but  are  not  yet  under 
construction,  are  to  be  temporarily  suspended.  A  study  of  the  sugar  supply 
and  demand  outlook  indicated  that  the  production  capacity  of  the  2^  old  mills, 
plus  the  outturn  of  the  nine  new  mills  that  are  now  in  operation  and  the  three 
under  construction,  would  still  be  short  of  the  projected  demand  through  197^ • 
However,  if  the  three  additional  proposed  mills  become  operational,  sugar 
production  could  exceed  demand  by  1971+«   The  full  utilization  of  mill  capacity, 
higher  cane  yields,  increased  acreage,  and  the  expansion  programs  of  four 
established  mills  which  are  expected  to  increase  production  capacity  by  197^ 
will  further  increase  the  chances  of  meeting  production  goals. 

The  new  Export  Tax  Law  which  became  effective  on  May  1,  1970,  provides  for  a 
10-percent  tax  on  sugar  exports  until  June  30,  1971?  decreasing  at  the  rate 
of  2  percent  a  year  until  June  30,  197*+°  However,  the  increase  in  export 
sugar  prices  following  devaluation  of  the  peso  is  expected  to  improve  the 
profit  position  of  the  sugar  industry  in  spite  of  the  10-percent  export  tax. 
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Thailand,  Sugar  production  during  the  1969-TO  crop  year  is  currently  esti- 
mated to  have  increased  33  percent  over  the  previous  year.  Domestic  consump- 
tion of  sugar  increased  in  1969  as  new  sweetened  condensed  milk  and  soft  drink 
plants  began  operation  and  as  cyclamates  were  banned.  Thailand  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  on  December  29,  1969,  and,  to  conform 
with  the  Agreement,  the  Ministry  of  Economic  Affairs  issued  an  announcement 
on  March  h,    1970,  reinstituting  government  control  of  exportation  of  all  types 
of  sugar.  No  one  may  export  sugar  unless  prior  permission  has  been  granted 
by  the  Minister  or  designated  authorities.  These  controls  were  instituted  to 
assure  the  fulfillment  of  quotas  allocated  by  the  agreement  and  by  the  United 
States  and  to  regulate  the  domestic  market. 


Molasses 


Australia.   In  1969-70,  molasses  production  is  estimated  to  have  decreased 
about  5  percent.  The  sugar  industry  is  required  to  maintain  stocks  of  molasses 
for  stock  feed  and  has  begun  establishing  a  pilot  bulk  molasses  terminal  in 
the  grazing  areas  to  get  better  and  cheaper  distribution  of  molasses  and  to 
manufacture  molasses  mixtures.  Cattlemen  are  becoming  aware  of  the  potential 
for  heavier  calves  and  larger  calving  percentages  from  the  use  of  molasses/ 
urea  mixes. 

Canada.  The  production  of  molasses  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  be  about  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  consumption  should  be  down  slightly.  Most 
of  the  molasses  produced  in  Canada  is  used  as  animal  feed  or  for  industrial 
purposes.  For  the  past  several  years,  Canada  has  been  importing  about  2  to 
3  times  the  amount  of  molasses  produced  domestically. 

Dominican  Republic.  Molasses  production  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  have  in- 
creased about  7  percent  over  last  year's  output.  Total  domestic  consumption 
in  1969-70  was  up  about  10  percent  compared  to  the  previous  year.   Industrial 
users  are  expected  to  account  for  about  kh   percent  of  total  molasses  utilized 
in  the  country  this  year,  and  the  remainder  will  go  for  direct  consumption- - 
mainly  cattle  feeding. 

Mexico*   Molasses  production  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  have  decreased  from 
the  previous  year.   Only  3^-  to  kO   percent  of  total  molasses  production  is 
used  domestically.  Of  this  amount,  about  two-thirds  is  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  alcohol  and  alcoholic  beverages,  while  the  remainder  is  used  in  other 
domestic  industries.  The  rest  of  the  Mexican  molasses  production  is  exported, 
virtually  all  to  the  United  States. 
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Philippines.  The  production  of  molasses  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  be  up  7 
percent  over  the  previous  year's  output.  The  expanding  domestic  feed  industry- 
is  expected  to  absorb  a  substantial  part  of  this  production  increase,  and 
supplies  available  for  export  may  increase.  The  bulk  of  molasses  exports  go 
to  Japan  and  the  United  States. 

United  Kingdom.   Molasses  production  in  1969-70  is  estimated  to  have  decreased 
slightly  compared  to  1968-69.   Of  the  total  1968-69  molasses  production,  only 
9k,  i+92  tons  were  sold,  while  the  remainder  was  added  to  sugarbeet  pulp  for 
animal  feed.   Molasses  sugarbeet  pulp  has  become  the  British  Sugar  Corporation's 
second  most  important  product.   Imports  of  molasses  in  calendar  year  I969  were 
dominated  by  shipments  from  Cuba.
